Albany, N. T., Dec. 22,—{ Special. ]~Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt at 10:30 o’clock tonight re- 
moved District Attorney Asa Bird Gardiner 
from office and announced the appointment 
of Eugene A. Pheilbin, Geld ‘Demoorst, to fill 
the vacancy.

The reasons which led Governor Roosevelt 
to bring District Attorney Gardiner to ac- 
count were literally fired at him at the close 
of the eight-hour hearing, in which Gardiner 
appeared för himself. Governor Roosevelt 
‘said, in a quick, vigorous manner: 

The appeals of Mr. Croker and others be- 
fore the late election, tending to incite riots 
and violence, followed up by Chief Devery's 
defiant order, justified me in taking the ac- 
tion I. did; and the one public officer who 
should have supported me in the course I 
taken—the District Attorney—faliled to do 
According to newspaper articles he backed 
up Devery in the stand he had taken.”’ 


Roosevelt Explains His Action. 
In a statement tonight concerning Gardi 
ner’s removal the Governor said:

Later on Colonel Gardiner admitted he had 
received a letter from Governor Roosevelt 
regarding probable frauds in the election and 
Chief Dev ery’s orders to the police to digre- 
gard Superintendent McCullagh’s deputies 
and had not replied to it. He said he did not 
reply to it because before he could do so 
Devery’s order was rescinded and the im- 
dictment against him withdrawn.

Judge Gibbons was asked yesterday by the 
December grand jury to call a special jury 
to aid in sifting the evidence relative to City 
Hall and Police department scandals. This 
request was made in a formal communica- 
tion, and marks the first time in years that 
such a course has been taken. The result 
of this step may be that two grand juries 
will take up the investigation of crime and 
vice in Chicago. If this course is held to 
be impossible the Judge is called on at least 
to convene the next grand jury so that the 
present body, before adjournment, may have 
opportunity to confer with its successor and 


turn over the results of the investigation 


now under way for further inquiry. 

If need be the present grand jury, so a 
number of its members assert, will con- 
tinue in session until its term expires by 
law on Jan. 6, allowing. the second body 
asked for to act as an assistant grand jury 
to consider certain phases of evidence. 


State’s Attorney Calls It Illegal. 
The jurors took their action without con- 
sulting any of the Judges, and State’s Attor- 
ney Deneen now says a second and special 
grand jury cannot be convened. The jurors 
insist that their action is in accordance with 
the statutes. In the request to Judge Gib- 
bons the jury said it had béen stirred to the 
belief that the public demands that some one 
must be held responsible for existing mu- 
nicipal conditions, which have been pro- 
ductive of scandal.

inquiry might bring startling developments. 

The Judge plainly was surprised when the 
communication was presented to him short- 
ly before noon. While the jurors took 
seats in his courtroom he read the lengthy

‘Advise Tanger Fury Sessions. 

The jury’s action is.a forecast of one rec- 
ommendation which will be included in 
the formal report. The jurors will insist that 
hereafter grand juries should stay in ses- 
sion for thirty days and that a new jury 
be convened immediately on the dissolution 
of ite ‘predecessor. 

“Chicago is a big city, * said a member 
of the present jury, “and it is growing 
larger each year. Yet the methods of twen- 
ty years ago prevail. We desire to do in- 
justice to no one. We wanted more time 
to make our inquiry. This, is imperative 
if justice is to be done, For this reason 
we hold that a special body should be sum- 
moned at once. The present jury—and I 
say this from personal knowledge—has been 
stirred up to the point where it believes 
that some one must be held responsible for 
conditions prevailing in Chicago. But we 
want to be unjust to no one. We believe 
that all charges should be carefully ire 
vestigated. The time at our disposal may 
not allow of our digging to the bottom." 


Stir in Political Circles, 

The jury’s action caused some commotion 
in municipal circles. A number of politicians 
held that if a special jury was allowed the 
regular Deeember body would go out of busi- 
ness and leave the special jurymen to face 
the people and explain why nothing definite 
had been done toward correcting evils in me 
City Hall. 

A number of members of the 
body.“ said one political prophet, ‘‘ don’t | 
want to stir up trouble for the City Hall pow- 
ers. In this way they could sete charges 
of ‘ whitewashing.’ 


Foreman McCoy when he was questioned.

It the evidence warrants 
we Will vote indictments no matter how high 
may stand the person who is affected. We 
feel that something must be done. I myself

Both Democratic and Repub- 
lican members of the new Géneral Assembly 
assert that the dgath penalty will be adopted 
by a unanimous vote.

under it. Again, police officials have again 


and again been guilty of kidnaping when they

State to another. But, if an amendment can 
be carefully drawn so as to provide otherwise 
for such cases’as these, I shall aid most vig- 
orously in securing its adoption. The death 
penalty is the only punishment which should 
be meted out to the kidnaper gulity of re- 
sorting to his crimes for gain.“ 


Inspector Shea Favors It. 


„The State Legislature by all means should 
pass such a law,” said Inspector of Police 
John D. Shea. A kidnaper, when he steals 
a child for ransom, commits a crime which 
can be punished justly only by inflicting the 
death penalty.” 

The head of one of the leading private de- 
tective agencies of the country gave his un- 
qualified indorsement to the movement which 
is to culminate in the next Assembly. 

“The Assembly should adopt such an 
amendment by unanimous vote and without 
any questions,” said be, and I believe this 
will be the result. Kidnaping for gain is as 
great a crime as murder. It should be pun- 
ished in the same way.”

Ex-Policeman Patrick Furlong, who in 
February, 1899, killed Policeman Edward 


} Leach and was sentenced to the penitentiary 


for fourteen years, arrived in the city yester- 
day afternoon, having been released from 
prison on a pardon granted by Governor Tan- 
her. Furlong was welcomed at the Chicago 
and Alton depot by his friends, who accom- 
panied him to his house, 4960 Dearborn street. 
He expressed delight at being liberated from 
prison and declared he was happy to be able 
to take Christmas dinner with his relatives. 
Leach and Furlong traveled out of the 
Fiftieth Street Police Station. On Feb. 10, 
after midnight, when both men were on duty, 
‘they stopped in a saloon at Sixtieth and State 
street and became involved in an argument 
about the Boer war. Leach, who was an 
Englishman, declared that England could 
whip any country on th. Furlong, who 
is of Irish parentage, with him. 
The argument. waxed warmer until blows 
were struck, and both men drew revolvers. 
Furlong was the first to shoot, and Leach 
died the next evening at 9 o'clock. Furlong 
expressed regret at the shooting, but main- 
tained he fired in self-defense. His pardon 
was granted on the representations of those 
who conducted the prosecution that they be- 
Heved Furlong acted in self-defense. 3

MURDERER TRIES TO DIE. 


Washington Tragedy Results 
froin S. H. MacDonald, the 
Slayer, Losing Job. 


BOTH MEN WERE FROM OU10. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. — j~ 
Frank H. Morris of Ohio, auditer for the War 
department, was shot through the heart is 
his office in the Winder Building, on Seven- 
teenth street, this afternoon by Samuel KH. 
MacDonald. also of Ohio, formerly disbursing 
cierk under Mr. Morris, discharged by him 
iast February. 

MacDonald fired three shots at Morris, one 
only hitting him, and then fired a shot inte 
his own stomach. He rushed from the 
room, where he was met by Watchman 
} Cusick, who tried to stop the murderer. Mac- 
Donald struck Cusick with his revolver. He 
piunged down the steps at the entrance of the 
} building, and, sitting down, began jabbing his 
neck with a pocket knife. The police arrived 


riously. He was taken to the emergency | 
hospital, where an operation was performed 
to remove the bullet, and he may live. 
Cusick suffered only a slight injury. | 


Struggle Before Killing. 

The desperate character of the struggle 
between Morris and MacDonald ts disclosed 
by the stories of the officials of the auditor's 
office who were near the scene of the tragedy. 
The auditor sat at his desk signing the day's 
mail when MacDonald entered and asked for 
a few minutes’ private conversation with 
him. Clerks in the adjoining office heard 
loud talking, and MacDonald apparently was 
threatening. Then they heard Morris turn 
in his chair and come toward the doorway. 
Morris backed into the room, MacDonald fol- 
lowing a few feet away. The first shot was 
fired just as Morris backed in. It missed the 
mark and was imbedded in the déorway. 

The clerks, horrified, forward to in- 
tervene. But as they did so MacDonalé 
reached forward and grabbed Morris by the 
coat collar’ and dragged him back inte the 
auditor’s office. The men were breast to 
breast. There was not time for the clerks | 
to rush in, Two shots were fired in rapid 
succession. It is evident that Morris sought 
to grab the weapon from his assailant and 


second shot was fired, for his hand is pierced. 
The dali imbedded itself in the wall. Mac- ) 
Donald then put the revolver close to the 
auditor’s heart and fired for the third time. | 
This time thé bullet went to its mark and 
Morris fell lifeless. 

The clerks looked in and saw MacDonald 
standing over his victom. They saw him 
turn the weapon against himself and fire. 
Then he walked to the hall. 

MacDonald threatened the life of any one 
who dared intercept him. It was then that 
he struck Cusick, who was in the hall and 
made an effort to stop him. Going té the 
street he sat down on a pile of bags, drew 
the penknife from his pocket, and slashed 
his throat. Two policemen were near by and 
seized the man. He made no resistance. 


Result of Old Grudge. 

MacDonald had borne a grudge against 
Auditor Morris since last February, when he 
was reduced from his position as disbursing 
clerk for the auditor for the War department 
at $2,000 per year to a $1,400 position under 
the auditor for the Postoflice department. 
Pre Morris was not to blame for his reduc- 

A shortage of $1,000 was found in MacDon- 
ald's accounts. McDonald had been careless 
in his habits and drank a good deal, which 
counted more against him than the shortage, 
it is said, as this was made good. He claimed 
the money was stolen from his safe. He had 
been in the service since August, 1869, when 
appointed in the Treasury department by 
Secretary Sherman, and had always been 
thought trustworthy. Morris was a strict 
disciplinarian, and MacDonald blamed him 
for his humiliation, although Assistant Sec- 
retary Vanderlip said Mr. Morris did not have 
anything to do with it. 

MacDonald admitted when placed under ar- 
rest that he had shot Morris, but would make 
no other statement. He left his desk at the 
Postoffice department shortly before noon, 
saying he might not be back today. One of 
his friends then wished him a merry Christ- 
mas, 


ing in it.“ 

That the murder and the jntention of self- 
destruction were premeditated is shown by 
MacDonald's resignation today from his 
place in the Postoffice department and other 
arrangements of hie affairs. Immediately 
before the shooting he went to the Treas- 
urer of the Treasury Employés’ Beneficial 
association, of which he was a member, and 
changed the name of the beneficiary on his 
policy to W. MacDonald Miller of een 
ville, his nephew. 


Records of the Men. he 

MacDonald is a bachelor and came from 
Stubenville, O. His brother, William H. 
MacDonald, is a baritone with the Bos- 
tonians. He is a veteran of the civil war. 

Mr. Morris was formerly auditor for the 
Navy department. His record in this posi- 
tion attracted the attention of Secretary 
Gage, who approved his strict business meth- 
ods, and, as the work of the officers of the 
auditor for the War department was way 
behind following the Spanish-American war, 
the Secretary had Mr. Morris transferred 
to that position in August, 1899. His in- 
auguration of methods in the office was un- 
popular among some of the employés, who 
preferred their former rules of discipline to 
Mr. Morris“. MacDonald was one of the dts- 
satisfied ones. Mr. Morris had, howeter, the 
hearty support of Secretary Gage in all his 
methods, and his course was highly ab- 
plauded. .

PASSENGER SAVES CAR 
FROM GOING INTO THE 
MICHIGAN CITY RIVER. 


Coach Jumps Track and Is Dragged Be- 
hind the Train Until Man Pulls the 
Bell Cord, Stopping the Engine on 


La Porte, Ind., Dec. 22.—[{Special. -North- 
bound Lake Erie passenger train No. 20, 
which left here at 1:15 p. m. today, fifteen 
minutes behind schedule time, met with an 
accident before it reached Michigan City, 
twelve miles distant, which but for the pres- 
ence of mind of one of the passengers would 
have resulted in a car filled with passengers 
plunging into the Michigan City River. 

When an eighth of a mile south of the 
bridge which spans the stream the rear 
trucks of the last car, a day coach, well filled 
with passengers, jumped the tracks. In an 
effort to make up lost time, the train was run- 
ning at a good rate and as the wheels struck 
the ties and cross rails of the sidetracks the 
end of the car bounded to one side in such 
a way as to place the careening coach at 


train was running. 

The passengers became terrorized, ant in 
their fright.seemed puwerless to do anything 
until one man thought of the bell cord, which 
he quickly pulled. The engine crew had not 
observed the accident, but upon receiving the 
signal to stop 
brought the train to a standstill, with the 
locomotive and one car on the bridge. 

The train had gone 800 feet after the acci- 
dent occurred. Had it gone seventy-five feet 
more the rear coach would have struck the 
side of the bridge and gone down a thirty- 
foot embankment into the river.

MENDS SALARIED TREASURE

Advises Change Which Will Make In- 
cumbent Custodian of Funds In- 
stead of Banker for Municipality— 
Position Now Paying Official 808, 
000 a Year, or 70 Per Cent of the In- 
terest on $7,000,000 in His Charge— 
Politicians Will Oppose Reform. 


In submitting estimates to the Finance 
committee Controller Kerfoot has recom- 
~mended that the City Treasurer's office be 
made a salaried position, and that no part of ’ 
the interest derived from the funds under his 
direction be taken as his compensation. If 
adopted, the recommendation would make 
the City Treasurer the custodian of funds 
instead of being, as at present, a city banker, 
and save the city over 680,000 annually. 

The office would become less lucrative to 
the incumbent; but he would be frelieved of 
much of the responsibility which now results 
from the handling of large sums of money. As 
custodian of funds his salary probably would 
de about $10,000 or $15,000. At present the 
City Treasurer receives 70 per cent of the 
interest, which is at least 2 per cent on the 
‘money in. his charge. As the money now is 
about $7,000,000, which is drawing 2 per cent. 
interest, the City ‘Treasurer's 70 per cent 
brings him an income estimated at $98,000, 
from which amount he is required to pay the 
- Salaries and expenses of his offlce, about 
$15,000 a year. 4 


Change Not Favored by Politicians. 
As the recommendation in a measure 
would abolish a political office of great rev- 
enue, it is nat supposed that it will be re- 
garded with favor by politicians. For the 
benefit:of the city service it is claimei that 
the passage of an act which will make the 
Treasurer merely the custodian of funds 
and remove all banking functions from his 
office is necessary. In accordanée with the 
recommendation the Council would name 
one or more banks with which the city 
funds would be deposited. The custodian 
would keep records of the amounts drawn 
and the amounts entered. The paying of 
salaries. would be left to the new pay- 
master’s bureau and the banking business 
of the city would be done, as it is insisted 
it should be done, by a bank. 


Suggests Change in Fiscal Year. 
‘As another recommendation Mr. Kerfoot 
advised that the fiscal Jear be changed, or 
the tax law amended, so that the city’s ap- 
, propriation bill may be based on the valua- 
tion of the preceding year instead of upon 
that of the current year, as at present. His 
suggestion is in favor of changing the fiscal 
year, so that the. time of making the ap- 
propriation bill shall be after the date when 
the city’s. revenue has been determined, 
which this year was Dec. 17. 


Reduces Department Estimates. 
The Controller has cut the estimates of 
department heads from $13,124,125 to $9,508,- 
900, his estimates being based upon the 
revenue the city will have, while:the de- 
partments based their estimates upon the 
work which was necessary to be done. 
Wherever the estimates of the Commission- 
er of Public Works have been referred to 
the Controller he has added a note to the 
effect that the Commissioner refused to 
come into conference with him regarding 
the decreases which had to be made.

Mr. Whitmarsh has 
been here two years, principally enguged as 
a newspaper correspondent, and has been 
for some time at Baguim, which will be the 
seat of government and is the central point 
of the region. Mr. Scherer is a German, who 
has lived twenty years in the Philippines, 
five of which have been passed in the Prov- 
ince of Benguet, where for a long time he was 
the only white man. He speaks the native 
language and several European tongues flu- 
ently, and is intimate with the Igorrotes.

His 
throat, he said, was susceptible to any irri- 
tation, but he felt no ill effects.

Burned Just One Century After Re- 
markable Escape of His Ancestor 
from Death on Battlefield of Hohen- 
linden—Great Part of the Works of 
Art and Relics Saved from Flames 
by the Aid of Villagers.

PARIS, Dec. 22.—The last days of the 
eighteenth centuries have been eventful ones 
for the princely House of Ligne. On Friday, | 
Dec. 5, 1800, Prince Louis Eugene de Ligne, 
great-grandfather of the present Prince, was 
left. for dead on the battlefield of Hohen- 
linden.. Prince Louls Eugene was then the 
sole male descendant of his family, which, 
with his death, would have become extinct. 
By a lucky chance his life was saved OF — 


Prince de Ligne, his mother, the Dowager 
Princess Marguerite de Ligne, and his only 
child, Princess Suzanne de Ligne, a young 
girl of 15, were residing at Belceil when the 
fire broke out. On Thursday evening Prin- 
cess Suzanne remarked to her father that 
she smelled something burning.

Petition Sent te Chairman Aldrich of 
Finance Committee Urging Removal 
of Charge on Transactions in Grain 
and Provisions-Similar Action Be- 
ing Taken in Other Exchanges and 
Commission Men Hope for Success 
of Their Movement.

Members of the Board of Trade are making 
an energetic effort to persuade the Senate 
Finance committee to recommend the repeal 
of the war tax on all transactions on Boards 
of Trade. They believe their efforts will 
meet with success. | 

A memoria) has been sent by Bernard A. 
Eckhart, chairman of the local committee, to 
Senator Aldrich, chairman wf the Senate 
Finance committee, setting forth the reasons 
why, in the opinion of the committee, the 
tax ought to be repealed. 


Text of the Memorial. 


> Following is the text of the memorial: 

“fhe Board of Trade of the City of Chi- 
cago respectfully submits to the honorable 
committee that taxes imposed under the 
revenue law of 1898 upon each sale, agree- 
ment of sale, or agreement to sell, any prod- 
uct or merchandise at any exchange, Board 
of Trade, or other similar place; either for 
present or future delivery,’ are unjust, and 
should be repéaled without delay, for the 
following reasons: 

“ First—Because it is a tax imposed upon 
the chief food products, and is a grievous 
burden, without justification, upon the agri- 
eulturist and producer. 

** Second—Because it is in opposition to the 
policy invariably adhered to in framing laws 
for taxation, exempting from taxation, ex- 
cept in cases of necessfy, those transactions 
which are directly related to the necessaries 
of life, and imposing the tax exclusively upon 
luxuries and upon those products yielding 

e profits. 

„ Third—Because transactions of the same 
kind made outside of Boards of Trade, Cham- 
bers of Commerce, etc., are exempted from 
taxation. 

* Fourth—Because of the fact that Boards 
of Trade provide special facilities for the | 
economical and profitable marketing of prod- 
uots of agriculture, and the members of such 
organigations should not therefore be dis- 
eriminated against. 

Fifth Because the export price of grain 
fixes the price of such grain in the home 
market and the farmer is powerless to in- 
erease the price of his grain to cover the ad- 
ditional expense of taxation. 

“ Bixth—Because that in marketing grain, 
provisions, ete., these articles, as a rule, 
change hands many times, and hence in a 
majority of cases by the time they have 
réached the consumer have been taxed many 

. This also is opposed to the policy

manifestly unjust. A package of patent med- 
icine, a box of cigars, etc., may change hands 
many times, but under no circumstances does 
it pay more than one tax.

Kidnaping Case Found Not

A verdict of not guilty was returned in 
Judge Tuley’s court yesterday in the case 
against City Gealer James A. Quinn, M. J.

TALKS FOR ORCHARD LAKE 


COL. ROGERS ADDRESSES PARENTS 
Ar PALMER HOUSE. . 


Makes a Favorable Impression, Which 
Boys and Discharged Instructors

The trouble at Orchard Lake Military Acad-

Rogers. The presentation took place in the 
parlors of the hotel at the same time Colonel 
Rogers was telling the parents what a bad lot 
his former faculty were, and in the presenta- 
tion speeches the students expressed their 
deep admiration for and confidence in the 
ex-instructors.

During every 
day in the week more than 1,000,000 shares of 
stock have been traded and bond sales for 
the six days aggregate more than $30,000,000. 

The attention of investors in all parts of 
the world has been turned toward the New 
York stock market.

OSCAR ARONSON DIES FROM IN- 
* JURIES IN NEW YORK. 


Plucky Swede Rider, Injured 


Weak and Palpitating * 
Contestant May Die. 


New York, Dec. 22.—[Special. 
Aronson, the six-day bicycle rider who was 
injured in the race which ended one week ago 
tonight, died at the New York Hospital to-. 
night. The plucky little Swede, who, rather 
than suffer defeat, rode until his every muscle 
was stiff and his heart weak and palpitating, 


died in agony. 


While the physicians said that Aronson 
died of pneumonia, they admitted tonight 
that exhaustion had caused the pneumonia 
after the accident which made him stop rid- 
ing, and that exhaustion had been the real 


cause of death. 


Aronson and his partner, Babcock, were 
among the leaders on the night of the acci- 
Then came the awful mixup. It was 
as bad as was ever seen in Madison Square 
Garden. Aronson was thrown many feet. His 
head was gashed, and wheels and riders piled 
on top of him. His body was cut and bruised 
in many places, and he was carried uncon- 


dent.

GEORGE CASTLE’S EXTENSIVE AND 
‘PROFITABLE CAMPAIGN. 


Four Horses in Five Months Start in 
Fifty-six Races in Nine Different 

States, Winning Thirty-five First, 

Mine Second, and Eight Third 

* Moneys—IAst of the Mares Bred to 
Peter the Great—Important Decis- 
ion by Board of Review.

George Castle, manager of the Olympic 
Theater, who has for years been a great 
lover of the light harness horse, trotters and 
pacers being his specialty, has just con- 
cluded one of the most extensive campaigns 
ever made by a trotting stable, and, both in 
point of miles covered, races won, and per- 
centage of purses captured, it is probably a 
record-breaker. 

Briefly stated, Mr. Castle started out with 
four horses, one of which got out of form 
early in the action; he added another by pur- 
chase, and then did this: ä 

Made a campaign of five straight months, 
in which time two weeks were lost by rain 
and other causes. 

Trotted and paced fifty-six races in nine 
Giffereni States. In these races the Castie 
horses were first thirty-five times, second 
nine times, third eight times, and unplaced 
four times. Twenty-two tracks were visited 
on the tour.

Stery of the Campaign. 


We made our first start,“ said Mr. Castle,

ce. Nor was Hayward an experi- 
enced man when he came to me. He had 
rubbed horses for McHenry, but had never 
Griven them.

Fine Point in Turf Law. 


There was but one decision at the recent 
meeting of the Board of Review of the Na- 
tional Trotting association, held in New 
York, that is of general interest to horse- 
men. 

This defines a new point in the matter of 
records made by horses competing for a 
cup or other value trophy when there is 
no additional prize in the form of a purse. 
This point came up on an application by 
H. K. Devereux, President of the Cleveland 
track, and a prominent amateur driver, that 
the record of 2:10 given out as belonging to 
his horse, John A. McKerron, be taken off. 
The 2:10 mile was trotted at Boston in a 
contest for a challenge cup, open only to 
horses driven by, amateurs, each entry to 
represent some association of amateur 
drivers. Mr. Deyereux entered his horse as 
the representative of the Cleveland Driving 
club and won the race, one of the miles being 
in 2:10. It did not occur to him at the time 
that this was a record, and he had intended 
campaigning his horse next year in the 2:13 


Boston race, but, the question having come 
up, he wanted it settled. 

The decision of the board was that the 
Boston mile was a record. Mr. Devereux’s 
contention was that his horse won nothing 
in the race, as the cup, even if given to his 
horse, became, under the rules governing all 
races for its possession, the property of the 
club represented by the horse winning the 
race, and must then be won three times by | 
some horse or horses representing the elub 
before it became the property of the or- 
ganization. The board ruled that by win- 
ning one race for the cup the horse had won 
one-third of the trophy, and that as it was 
possible for him to win the other two-thirds 
im the future he had received something of 
value in the race, and that therefore the 
time made was a record. 


Decisions Not Always Permanent. 


This is rather a roundabout way of getting 
at what may be a proper decision, so far as 
record making is concerned, but it was ap- 
parently the best the solons of the turf could 
do. For the matter of that, the decisions of 
either the National or American association 
frequently will not hold water when the test 
of logic or common sense is applied to them, 
and there is hardly a meeting of the board 
that does not witness a terrific setting aside 
and hauling about of the rules in order that 
a decision on which the board can agree may 
be reached. 

Some years ago the President of one of the 
National association tracks got into a per- 
sonal dispute with a driver. This dispute oc- 
curred outside the race track and at a time 
when no race meeting was in progress, and 
yet the track at once expelled the driver, thus 
setting up the rule that the President of a 
trotting track could carry the halo of his 
office around with him, and that if he quar- 
reled with a man who made a living training 
trotters so much the worse for that man. In 
the case referred to the Board of Review had 
a hard tussle. It wanted to please the track 
that had ruled the driver off the turf, but at 
the same time the President of the National 
association, who was a distinguished Iowa 
lawyer, saw that if the matter ever got into 
the law courts it would be all up with the 
track President, with the probability of a suit 
for damages on the part of the driver. So 
an apology to the track whose Prestdent was 
supposed to be insulted was agreed upon asa 
compromise measure, after which the Na- 
tional association passed a rule which makes 
the head man of a trotting track liable to be 
an object of contempt at all times and places, 
but it is not of record that any one has been 
subject to its provisions. |

Great Colt Owned by C. H. Smith of Chi- 


cago Is Developing Wonderfully 
and Is Expected fo Make a World 
Beating Three-Year-Old — In the 
Meanwhile the Matron Who 
Brought Him into Existence Has 
Dropped Out of Sight. 


There is owned in Chicago a thoroughbred 


colt, Garry Hermann by name, that horse- 
men consider to be in several respects the 
most notable horse of his age in the world. 
There are three remarkable facts about 
Garry Hermann, as follows: 


First—He won more races this year—eight- 


een—than were ever captured by a 2-year-old 
in this country, and what makes this feat 
so remarkable as to stamp him as a colt be- 
yond ordinary in this particular is the fact 
that this unprecedented roster of victories 
was made in spite of a sickness which fora 
week threatened the colt’s life and kept him 
from coming to the post for six weéks—from 
the middle of August to the first of October— 
in the height of the racing season.

laid eyes on. This is the verdict of every 
horseman—trotting horse people, as well as 
those who are devoted to the thoroughbred— 
that ha seen him at Louisville during the 
last month. 


Third—The dam of this equine champion, 


although not known to be dead, is lost for- 
ever, and the hope of breeding from her any 
more Garry Hermarfis is gone. This is how | 
it happened. An association of Southerners 
interested in the breeding of thoroughbreds 
for the market, and also in the preservation 
and development of the most successful lines 
of blood. resolved a couple of years ago to 
buy up a lot of broodmares that were either 
inferior individuals of poor pedigree or that 
had produced nothing with speed, destroy the 
certificates of pedigree, and then ship the 
mares, minus names and blood lines, to the 
St. Louis horse and mule market to be sold 
for what they would bring as plugs.“ 


Mistake of the Breeders. 
It was in this fashion that the dam of 


Garry Hermann became lost to the world, 
although how any set of men with knowl- 
edge of blood lines could condemn a mare 
whose sire was the great four-mile race- 
horse Longfellow and her dam a daughter 
of Australian is beyond ordinary compre- 
hension. Silk Gown was the name of the 
mare thus doomed to an old age of ob- 
livion. She was foaled in 1883, and had pro- 
duced two foals that could run some in 
Pococanto and Polonaise. Of course, this 
happened before Garry Hermann made turf 
history as a sensational 2-year-old, but, 
could the old mare that is now raising mules 
on some Mississippi plantation be found and 
identified, her future foals would be the 
progeny of the most famous thoroughbred 
stallions in the land instead of, as at present, 
the offspring of a siren-voiced but unaristo- 
cratic jackass.

This Year’s Financial Report the First 
to Show a Profit. 

New Haven, Conn., Dec. 22.—[{Special.]—After 
many years of unsuccessful striving Yale has at 
last succeeded in finishing a year with its ath- 
letic accounts balanced on the right side of the 
ledger. Yale’s athletic managers have saved near- 
ly $5,000 the last year, but they recommend that 
no such economy be practiced another season, for 
the saving has been at the expense of neglecting 
to build grand stands and raising the debt on the 
Yale Field. The year cost Yale’s four regular 
athletic teams $63,646.71. The total receipts by 
the four teams were $68,616.54, leaving a balance 
of $4,969.83. 

The football seaton included in this year’s report 
is, of course, not that just passed but that of a 
season ago. The receipts from the Harvard game 
in 99 are given a3 622.

THOROUGHBRED STABLE IS OFTEN 
A COSTLY EXPERIMENT. 


Barney Schreiber’s Case Illustrates the |

Horse Owner at the Same Time—

New York, Dec. 22.—[Special.]—Owning a 


horses is not all glory and 


profit. It is ofttimes an expensive experi- 
ment for the wealthiest of men who are on 
the turf for the pure pleasure of the sport. 
But the carrying along of a fair-sized stable 
is no joke to the men who 
of the turf, and the best of owner-trainers 
get into financial troubles more often than 
they are willing to tell. 

Among the bookmakers of the country 
there are few more successful than Barney 
Schreiber. In his book, because he is a care- 
ful man and because he is popular with bet- 
ting people, he makes a small fortune every 
year. And a stable of horses takes it away 
from him again. During the last summer 
Schreiber booked almost altogether in Chi- 
cago. His earnings were large; large enough 
to satisfy any reasonable man, but when 
he got back to California the other day he 
said he had come out of the summer cam- 
paign with little profit. The horses ate 
up what the book earned. 

Schreiber’s summer was full of hard luck. 
“When California in the 
spring he brought that wonderful 2-year-old 
filly, Sofala, with him. She had a record 
of early racing that surpasses anything in- 
turf history. Immediately she got to Chi-

An unscrupulous track owner 
or bookmaker might make a stake or two, 
but he never could last at it. | 

It is dollars to cents that no track owner 
ever came out more than even on the horses 
that he raced on his own track, and I do not 
suppose the bookmakers who make their 
own stables pay them pumber largely. 

‘Richard Dwyer once told me of a match 
race at a mile, in which he owned an in- 
terest in one of the horses. With the con- 
sent of all parties he held the stakes, started

Fallacy of the shade.“ 
Jack McDonald is generally referred to 


as one of the biggest bookmakers in the East. 
His operations are conducted upon a large

Donald is just now at Lexington, Ky., as a 
guest at the Oakwood Stud of Charles Mo- 
McDonald went down to look over 
a‘band of yearlings which he has quartered 
at Oakwood. I never-asked McDonald about 
his stable business, but with all his suc- 
cess as a betting man, it is not likely his 
horses were ever a matter of profit, large or 
small to him. It is so with all of them 
that ever came under my observation, and 
the shade business doesn’t exist except 
in imaginings. , 

With the chances favorable for his re- 
covery, Jockey Roscoe Troxler is lying ill 
at a Louisville infirmary. He was taken 
suddenly fll there and was operated on for 
appendicitis. In the vermiform appendix 
was found the entire kernel of a peanut. 

Troxler is at present under suspension 
at the hands of the New Orleans officials. 
A couple of seasons ago, when there was a 
deal of rough riding at the Southern track, 
Troxler and O’Connor were doing things 
to each other while riding. In the Lexing- 
ton Stakes Troxler, on Freylinghuysen, 
reached over and grabbed the bridle rein of 
Alex, upon whom O’Connor had the mount. 

It leoked like a deliberate attempt to stop 
the horse, and the only thing that saved 
Troxler from being actually ruled off, was 
his plea that he and O’Connor had been in 
the habit of kidding ’’ each other during 
the races, and that he was only fooling when 
he interfered with Alex. 

He went down, though, asa punishment for 
himself and a lesson to the other. lads, and 
though he has been earnest in his efforts 
for reinstatement, he has been refused a 
number of times. Recently pressure has 
been brought to bear on the New Orleans 
officiald, and Troxler claims a promise to 
reinstate him next season has been made, 


After the Kentucky Yearlings. 

Kentu must be filled with owners just 
now while the yearlings are galloping. A 
Lexington letter says that some New York 
or Chicago man gets into town on pretty 
nearly every train. One of the late arrivals 
at Lexington is J. E. Cushing, who lives 
away out in Minneapolis and races exclusive- 
ly in the West. He is down South looking at 
youngsters. 

Cushing has not had much of anything 
in his barn of late years—not, in fact, since 
1893, when he won the American Derby with 
Boundless. That was the year the Derby 
was worth an éven $50,000 to the winner. 
Cushing’s horse was an outsider, and his 
stable companion, Lookout, was expected 
to do whatever running the stable could 
show. Instead of Lookout, Boundless gal- 
loped along home in front, and Cushing 
didn’t get over the daze of it for days. And 
he hasn’t had a Boundless since. 

This week there will be a general over- 
hauling of old turf scandals at San Fran- 
cisco. The California Jockey club recently 
published a notice that all persons under the 
ban might apply for a rehearing of their 
cases on the 18th of the month. That the 
California club has not been lax in punish- 
ment of presumed offenders, it might be

sixteen deals. Then Cicero made a fine rally, 
‘gaining eight tricks on four hands, which 
placed it two in the lead, with but four deal 
to play, but the two were returned to Ken. 
wood on the last frame, making the result a 
tie. 

These contests are governed by the same 
rules as the A. W. L. trophy; a tie must be 
decided by immediately playing eight more 
deals, and if the tie still remains unbroken, 
eight more, and so on until one team is win- 
ner. On Monday night, however, it being 
late when the twenty-four deals were com- 
‘pleted, the Kenwood players were unable 
to remain long enough to play the additional 
eight deals required. The Cicero team would 
therefore naturally retain the cup by forfeit 
from the Kenwood team, but as this is not 
desirable to the members of either team an 
effort is being made to arrange a date fon 
the playoff. While not strictly in accord. 
ance with the rules, the permission of the 
officers of the Chicago Whist association has 
been obtained, and the only remaining di-

covered that it was moving slowly south- 
ward, and reasoned that a Messiah would 
come upon the earth when, reaching the 
limft, the star would be on the line, rising 
precisely in the east and setting éxactly on 
the west point of the horizon—thus passing 


- from the upper hemisphere to the lower one. 


He may not have known to within many 
years when the transit would occur, or that 
the cause of the movement was the now well 


understood precession of the equinoxes. But 


the fact of the movement was not difficult to 
perceive on close observation without the 
aid. of a telescope, and his successors may 
have been able to fix on the time more close- 


ly than he could do. Observation of the 
‘southward drifting of Spica was strictly in 


line with the other work of ‘the early ob- 
servers, and doubtless the successors of the 
man who first made the prediction watched 
the movement from one year to another, and 
with interest ever increasing as the star 
approached nearer and nearer to the true 
eastern point at its rising, this being the 
most precise means they had at command: 
for noting changes of position. Here was. 
ground for a legitimate prediction in strict 
accordance with the statements made by the 
writer of the gospel according to St. 
Matthew, and if the account given 
by him be historically accurate, ex- 
cept us to the moving of the star till it 
stood over the place where the young child 
was, the explanation here given must be 
conceded to be the only rational one, unless 
by those who hold it rational to believe that 
the ‘star was a miraculous apparition, in 
which case it is idle to look for its periodic 
return.“ 
| Rejects Theory of a Comet. 
Professor Colbert shows that the frequent 
minence of Venus in the heavens would 
ve precluded the possibility of its being 
connected with the birth. Also he dismisses 
the idea of a comet for the reason that had 
one appeared at that time it would have been 
mentioned in profane history. 

We may add,“ he says, that while 
prominent planetary 
appearance of brilliant comets are some- 
what less frequent than are returns of Venus 


to her phases of greatest splendor, they 


occur often enough to invite the remark 
made in the paragraph last preceding this, 
and that not less than twenty-Six new stars 
have put in an appearance inside of what 
may be called astronomical times. Hence we 
must look outside of all these phenomena 
to find a fitting accompaniment to the Birth 
of a Redeemer. Furthermore, neither the 


return of a comet nor the outbreak of a 


variable star could have been predicted on 
scientific grounds in those days, while the 
appearance of the Star of Bethlehem must 
have been a computable occurrence, be- 
cause it was predicted centuries earlier, and 
in not only one but many lands, as witness 
Cicero, Vergil, and Gushtasp, as well as 
Isaiah and allusions in other books of the 
Old Testament. We even may go a step 
farther and hint a suspicion that but for 
these prophecies the story of Chrishna never 
would have been made up in India, as un- 
Goubtedly it was long before the Christian 


era. 
Ancient Study of Stars. 


Sir J. Norman Lockyer's The Dawn of 
Astronomy has been drawn upon in proof 
of the ancient study of the stars, especially 
with reference to temple building. He is 
quoted on the fixity of the sun temples and 
the comparative short life of those built with 
reference to the position of the stars. 

“The Temple of Amen-Ra, at Karnak, 
and others elsewhere,“ writes Professor Col- 
bert, were bullt in such a manner that at 
sunset of the longest day of the year the 
sunlight entered the temple and penetrated 
along a narrow axis to the sanctuary. A 
temple oriented im this manner was an in- 
strument of great precision, as by it the 


‘length of the year could be determined with 


the highest possible accuracy, if the ob- 
servations were continued through a suf- 
ficiently long period of time. This would 
not be interfered with by precession, but 
the change in the obliquity of the ecliptic, 
‘amounting to one degree in 7,000 years, 
would cause a change in the amplitude at 
which the solstice could be observed. But, 
in the cases of star temples, the’ precession 
would cause a maximum change of some 
forty-eeven degrees in declination in about 
18,000 years, this accompanied by a wide 
change in amplitude. If we know the date 
at which a temple was constructed we can 
tell from the position of its light axis the 
object which would have a corresponding 
declination at that time, and which must 
be a fixed star if outside of ecliptic limits.

It, however, is evident, from calculations 


on the same point of the horizon as the 
lowest point on the disk of the equinoctial 
sun in the spring of the year 4B. C.; and the 
author adduces reasons for thinking that the 
birth may have occurred at that time, in- 
stead of at the preceding winter solstice. 
Among these reasons is the historical fact 
that during the first two centuries of the 
Christian era Christmas was a movable feast, 
often celebrated in the spring. 

In conclusion, Professor Colbert says of 
the profane predictions of the Messiah’s 
coming, of his own theory of the Bactric | 
calculations, and of the visit of the wise 
men from the East: 

There is no reasonable doubt as to the 
fact of the calculation, and no room for any 
as to the prediction, while the gospel, ac- 
cording to Matthew, is the sole authority 
testifying to the journey itself. And on this 
point it may be remarked that if the true 
date were arrived at by an error in the cal- 


derful than if there were no error in the 
process—though “passages in the Bible may 
be cited to prove that God has carried out 
his designs through the blunders of some 
men and made the wrath of some others to 
praise him.“ 

And, of the story of the Star of Bethlehem 
he adds that it is “one of great importance 
to the searcher after truth in our day. It 
merits, and we even may say it demands, 
the most painstaking attention, the most 
profound study, not only by all those who 
would know a reason for the hope that is in 
them, but by all who want to know 
if they have a valid excuse for re- 
fusing assent to the claim that the Bible 
is the ‘ Word of God.’ Under this convic- 
tion the writer is emboldened to hint that 
those who believe God to be the author of 
the book of nature as well as the 
*Book of Revelation,’ and that 
two works by the same infallible . 
author may be expected to agree 
when rightly understood, ought to 
be thankful for the opportunity 
afforded them to study the subject 
in a new light—that given by the

tions provided for steerage passengers with 
such force that emigration laws were quick- 
ly passed which put an end to such condi- 
tions. He also was responsible for the bulld- 
fing of more than 2,000: schools in Ireland 
and for the substitution of board floors for 
damp _ earth in many more. He is said to 
have personally assisted more than 25,000 
young Irish women to emigrate fram the 
congested districts of the island to America 
and the British colonies, and there is a long 
Ust of other charitable work to his eredit. 
He died at the advanced ‘age of 81 years.

WORRYING THE TEACHERS. 

If the function of the School board were 
te maintain the teachers of the city in a 
constant state of irritation—under the sup- 
position; that they are a phlegmatic and

If, on the other hand, its function is to pro- 
mote general tranquillity of mind as an aid

GENEROUS BEQUEST. 

The N of Chicago is not the only 
‘iistitution Which has Had a Christmas gift. 
The Smithsonian Institution, which is not 
| often remembered, being a government con- 
ern, in the beneficiary of the late Joseph 
White Sprague of Louisville, Ky. Mr. 


‘) Sprague, who died in Switzerland recently. 


provided in his will for the establishment 
of a fund to be known as the “Sprague 
fund,” to be applied to various purposes of 
the institution. The fund will not be avail- 
able for fifty years, but it is none the less a 
Christmas present in the bestowal of which 


sagacity and forethought. 

The provisions. of the will are somewhat 
| unusual. It gives 85 per cent of the interest 
on the estate to certain relatives for life. 
On their death the entire property, in- 
creased by 18 per cent interest to be laid 
by each year from the time of the testator’s 
death, is held in trust for twenty years and 
then reverts to the Smithsonian Institution. 
When the institution comes into possession 
of the fund, one-half each year is to be added 
to the principal. The other half is to be 
used for the advancement of physical 
sciences by prizes, lectures, or original re- 
search, as may be be deemed best. 

It is estimated that the fund now is worth 
about $200,000, and that it will be avallable 
in about fifty years. By that time, with 
the yearly accumulation of 15 per cent of 


the interest, besides the interest of eagh 


legatee as rapidly as deaths may occur, the 
fund will be greatly enhanced in value, and 
in 1950 the Smithsonian Institution will be 
in possession of a sum sufficient largely to 
increase its resources and scope of action. 

In its general features the Sprague bequest 
is. not unlike those made to the Cities of 
Boston and Philadelphia by Benjamin 
Fraktin,. though the latter accumulated in- 
terest for a century. The present officials 
of the Smithsonian have wisely decided not 
to take action on the disposal of the fund, as 
none of them will be connected with it fifty 
years hence. Their successors, however, 
will have a splendid fund ready to hand 
with which to extend the objects of this use- 
ful institution. 


RELIEVE AMERICAN TAXPAYERS. 

Some years ago a number of American 
breweries were sold, usually at an exces- 
sive price, to English investors, who have 


since then been drawing considerable sums 


of money from Chicago and a few other 
American cities, though their dividends 
‘have not been so large as the promoters said 
they would be. This year the British own- 
ers of breweries in this country will receive 
net profits of $1,085,000, as compared with 
$836,000 in 1899: The dividend rates are 
small, but that is because the n cara 
excessive. 

Of course these British shareholders are 
watching with much interest the course. of 
Congress concerning the beer tax. The ac- 
tion of the House in lowering the tax 25,

THE FOOD PROBLEM IN GERMANY. 
High as are the German customs duties 
and provisions the landlord 
ißterest, has much political Influence, 
is faboring to make the duties higher yet. 
1 present duty on wheat is 22.6 cents a 
bushel. The Agrarian party would be 
pleased to see it doubled. It is more than 
| likely that the leaders of that party will 
meet with some measure of success at the 
present session of the Reichstag. Then 
the consumption of American food products 
in Germany will be decréased somewhat. 

These high duties on toodstuffs cannot be 
malntalned long, however, unless Germany 
is prepared to sacrifice the interests of 
‘the manufacturers. The latter will be at: a 
serious disadvantage if their workmen can- 
not have cheap food. Food cannot be cheap 
if dutiable, because Germany cannot, like 
this country, produce enough to feed its 
increasing population. 

The landlords assert that if ‘adequate 
protection is given Germany can be made 
to supply all the breadstuffs and provisions 
it will need. It is said that the moors and 
swamps will be reduced to cultivation when 
it is made profitable to till them, and that 
more scientific farming will increase the 
average grain yield per acre. But it Ger- 
many were to raise all the grain it needed 
the cost) per bushel would be so high that 
the consumers would suffer. 

Undoubtedly the repeal of the duties on 
breadstuffs would be disastrous to the Ger- 
man land-owners. They would fare as bad- 
ly as the English landlords have fared for 
some time. But if a nation which can- 
not raise cheaply all the food it needs wishes 
to make manufacturing its chief industry 
the landed interest must go unprotected. 


NEW YORK’S VIGILANCE COMMITTEE. 

The crusade against vice in New York 
City is now in the hands of a Committee 
of Fifteen, with William H. Baldwin Jr. 
at its head. The program of action adopted 
by this body at its first meeting will make 
New ‘York an unpleasant city for evil-doers 
ft it is carried out thoroughly. It is a definite 
and practical plan. It does not attempt too 
much, yet the things it does propose are suf- 
ficient to strike at the roots of the most 
flagrant evils. | 

There are four closely related items in 
the plan of campaign. The first thing is 
to begin a searching inquiry into the cause 
of the present alarming increase in gam- 
bling-houses and low resorts, and to collect 
evidence establishing the connection be- 
tween these evil conditions and the city 
officials responsible for them.

distufbances. We do not want to paint the picture of the pathology of Xmas

Christmas impulse is toward 
‘giving -not only by means of those 
ways and channels which are ob- 
vious and close at hand, but also 
giving in the wider sense called 
charity. The Christmas morning 
feeling that some less fortunate 
person or persons will spend the 
day more happily because of some personal 


effort is a luxury which can hardly be dis- 


pensed with; like the olives or the celery of 
the Christmas feast it occupies a modest but 
highly important place in the list of Christ- 
mas pleasures. Chicago people with charita- 
bie- inclinations may secure this luxury 
easily; there are many ways of giving open 
to them, even though they lack time or in- 
clination to hunt up special cases in their

own behalf. 
The Bureau of Associated Charities, for in- 
stance, is asking ald this season. The de- 
mands made upon its exchequer so greatly 
surpass the present financial surplus of the 
association that the work must fail some- 
where unless Chicago Christmas givers are 
unusually generous. To give to the organized 
charities is the best way of all, perhaps, for 
those people whose hearts and emotions are 
at variance with their intellectual under- 
gtanding of the mendicancy question. It is 
certainly the easiest way of giving possible. 
and the perfect security that every penny 
given will be spent in a wise manner is a com- 
fort in itself. The Chicago Relief and Aid 
society is anxious for large Christmas dona- 
tions this year also. The keeping open of the 
down-town office of the Bureau of Associated 
Charities until late every evening will neces- 
sitate increased expenditure—and income— 
for all those charitable organizations which 
unite in down-town philanthropic work. 
Salvation Army Charity. 
Midway between the carefylly organized 
work of the associated charities and the 
indiscriminate giving from hand to hand— 
from the hand of the person solicited to that 
of the beggar soliciting alms—may be placed 
the work of the Salvation Army and of the 
Volunteers. As with the Bureau of Asso- 
elated Charities, the money given these un- 
selfish workers ts certain to be diverted to 
a good end, be it the few pennies dropped in 
the box of the smiling, patient lassie on the 
street corner or the goodly check sent to 
headquarters. Something more solid and 
substantial, though not a whit more hearty 
or sincere, than prayers and hallelujahs will

Chicago 
churches with Christmas projects of this kind 
on hand are too numerous to mention save in 
most general fashion. None of them, it is 
safe to say, will have more Christmas money 
on hand than could be helpfully disposed of 
many times over. 


Feeding the Poor. 


Christmas dinners to the poor of the down- 
town. districts are being planned by several 
bodies of charitably disposed persons this 
season, the Salvation Army and Volunteer 
workers among them. Ready money is al- 
ways particularly acceptable to the in- 
dividuals or committees in charge of the 
preparations for such feasts, because there 
are always so many little things not included 
in the list of provisions sent, and because a 
deficit invariably occurs somewhere. There 
is a comforting certainty that this money 
will also be spent wisely and in a way to 
accomplish real good. 

The social settlements one and all hear 
many stories of poverty, suffering, anything 
but Christmaslike conditions at this time of 
the year. And at each and all of these set- 
tlements money paid over in trust for char- 
itable work will be handled with as much skill 
as sympathy. The trade strikes and labor 
troubles of the last year have combined to 
render the present Christmas season a spe- 
cially good time for the indulgence of that 
kind of charity which believes in money giv- 
ing. There are residents at all the social 
settlements who know well how such money 
may be spent. 

Ways and means of giving money to char- 
ity at Christmas time might be multiplied 
indefinitely, and still no personal contact be- 
tween giver and recipient become necessary. 
Even if the giver prefer to give suprlic* 
rather than money he still need take no 
trouble in the way of hunting up beneficiaries 
for his Christmas luxury of giving. Any one 
of the charitable or philanthropic organiza- 
tions mentioned, together with half a dozen 
others, will gladly undertake the distribu- 
tion or placing of supplies or provisions of 
any kind. A little gift will be as well and 
wisely cared for as a larger one. And for th 
benefit of the charitably inclined 
individual who is not yet sure of 
his position in regard to the ques- 
tion of ‘organized versus personal 
charity there still remains the priv- 
- jlege of hunting up fit subjects and 
cases for the reception of his 
Christmas charity, and of spending 
bis own charity money himself.

Palme, which are 
growing in popularity as holiday decorations, 
cote from Florida, and sell for 50 to 60 cénts 
a dozen leaves. Holly is plentiful. The high 
grounds of Tennessee and Mississippi fur- 
nish most of the South Water street supply, 
and the market quotation is 75 cents a dozen 
made up in wreaths, or $2 a box loose. The 
humble evergreen masquerades on the mar- 
ket under the more dignified name of 
lycopodium. This adds nothing to the price, 
however, and the purchaser can have all he 
wants for 50 cents a roll of twenty yards, 
dyed or natural color. 

Needle pine is a handsome dec- 
orative evergreen, not so much in 
demand. It consists of a straight, 
four-foot branch with long, wav- 
ing needles, and looks Iike an ex- 
aggerated green horse tail. It 
comes from Georgia, and sells for 
$15 a hundred.

directions. I had only two wagons, while 
they had nine between them, when we 
divided the natives I had only eight Kaffirs 
and one hunter. For a bit I got on well, and 
in three months had exchanged all my goods 
for ostrich feathers, skins, and a fair lot of 


ivory. I had turned to come home, following 


a shorfer route than that by which I had 
traveled out, and about six weeks after 
turning found, to my disgust, that there 
was war going on between two of the tribes. 
As a rule the natives do not meddle with
